Three Hundred, Miners Entombed 
in an English Colliery. 


The Disaster Caused by an Ex- 
pPlosion in a Monmouth- 
shire Mine, 


The Work of Rescue Going On—Latest Esti- 
mates of the Loss of Life—Satisfaction in 
Berlin Over the Ratification of the Samo- 
an Treaty—Emperor William and the 
Labor Question—The London Deckmen’s 
Strike—Affairs in Wales—British Finan- 
cial Plans—First Step in Bi-Metallization 
Influenza in Mexico. 


Loupow, Feb. 6.—An explosion occurred to- 
day in a colliery at Abersychan, in Mon- 
mouthshbire, ten miles northwest of Newport. 
Three hundred miners were imprisoned, and 
for several hours no communication could be 
had with them. An opening was . finally 
effected, and at noon 200 of them had been 
rescued. A number of those taken out are 
severely injured. Rescuing parties are still 
searching for those remaining in the mine. 

Up toéo’clock this afternoon forty bodies 
nad been taken from the mine. Fifty miners 
are still imprisoned. It is not known whether 
they are dead or alive. 

It is feared that it will be impossible to res- 
cue the miners who are still imprisoned. 

The owners of the colliery estimate that 120 
persons have lost their lives by the explo- 


sion.

THE CASCADE WRECK. — 


List of the Killed in Last Sunday’s Accident 
in Oregon. 

CuIcaGo, Feb. 6,—The foliowing additional 
parficulars of the railroad accident which 
occurred Sunday last on the Union Pacific 
near Cascade have been received from Port- 
land, Ore.: 

A ralirosd accident occurred ‘on the Union | 
Pacific Ine near Cascade Locks on Columbia 
Rivér in whith nine men were killed and 
eighteen wounded. The train consisted of the 
engine, tender aud caboose and had on board 
about thirty-five laborers who were on the 
way to clear the tracks. When the engine 
had almost cleared the trestle which was 
about fifty feet in length, the underpinning 
and the second and third bents were 

hed away by the roaring torrent 
derneath, 
and its occupants, were buried into a ravine 
forty feet below. Engineer George, when he 
felt that something was wrong; looked. back, 
and when he saw the caboose swaying, he 
pulled the throttle wide open and just suc- 
ceeded in reaching the end of the trestie with 
hig two back driving wheels hanging clear off 
the track as the caboose and tender went 
crashing tothe bottom ofthe ravine. Eight 
ofthe men were killed instantly, and were 
mutilated almost beyond recognition.

Burning of the Tracy Mansion. 


WasHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 6.—Fire Marshal 
Drew to-day submitted to Chief Parrish a re- 
porton the fire at Secretary Tracy’s house. 
The report was forwarded to the District 


Commissioners. The Fire Marshal says: In 
compliance with your request, I made a tthor - 
ough examination of the burned building 
1634 I street, Northwest, owned and 
occupied by the Hon. B. F. Tracy, Secretary 
of the Navy and from all the evidence to be 

leaned from the hired help in the house and 
— the surroundings in the library or main 
room of the first floors, am of the 
opinion, of course, there is no direct proof, 
that this fire originated from the explosion of 
a coal oll lamp, a large double burner dupiex 
lamp being kept on a table within the circle 
formed by the large bay window, which 
lamp was lighted every night. 

It is very likely that when the family 
tired the night before the fire 
instead of extinguishing the tight 
the blaze was turned down low and 
left burning, which is ajvery dangerous 
ractice, as from this cause the wick is apt 
o become crusted, preventing a free flow 
of flame and keeping the heat below 
the crust, thereby causing the thin 
brass work of which the burner is composed 
to become so hot at to generate gas within 
the bowl of the lamp, causing the same to 
explode. It this was the cause, as 
I have every reason to believe, pieces of the 
lamp being scattered in different directions 
over the floor within the lines of the 
bay window, and taking the sur- 
roundings into consideratidn, the bay win- 
dow — 2 heavily curtained with silk and 
lace draperies and in close proximity 
to the lamp, the three doors ieading 
from this room being also heavily draped 
with silk portieres, the room itself being 
cased in panel work in wood, both wall 
and ceilings, and this being heavily 
coated with hard oll and varnish, it would 
take but a very short time to envelop the 
entire room in flames and it was 
from the conditions mentioned a veritable 
firetrap. When the fire was first discovered 
the door opening from the burning room into 
the main hall was closed, as stated by 
the butler, James Walsh, who passed 
said door to answer the ringing of the front 
door bell, at which he foundaman, who 
tolad him that the room was on fre. 
He ran to the doors and slid them open 
and was satisfied that he closed them immed!i- 
ately. This can not be so as one of 
the doors was found pushed back Into the par- 
tition and is bardly smo«ed, while the other 
one has the face nearly burned off. In his ex- 
citement he failed to close them. The door 
in question opened almost opposite the foot 
of the main stairway up which the fre 
and smoke from burning varnisb rushed,mak- 
ing it impossible for anything living to have 
ascended that stairway. Means of escape 
was cut off rom above 90 
tar as the front was concerned, and this col- 
umn of dense smoke took but afew moments 
to fillevery room in the house, from tbe first 
floor to the roof, and no doubt bewildered all 
in contact with it.

The New House Rales. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 6.—The Repub- 
lican House caucus yesterday afternoon re-

Anew clausé is added to rule 15, by which

— as making a quorum. The provisions 
against filibustering are very strict. The 
Speaker cannotrecognize any dilatory motion. 
Billi day, Monday, is abandoned and pubiic 
pills are read by title only. The committee 
in charge of the bill may put legisiation 
in the appropriation bil, to a Um- 
ited:extent, but the House cannot. 

The rule which prescribes the order of bus- 
iness in Committee ofthe Whole is changed 
80 as to relieve the House ofthe necessity of 
laying aside bills preceding in order the one 
it is desired toreach, This offered large op- 
portunity for obstruction. Several other 
changes were made to expedite business and 
prevent the minority from wasting time. The 
order of business is considerably changed. 
When one committee has occupied the morn- 
ing ip of two days another committee 
mustbe called. In suspending the rules a 
two-thirds vote is required, except where it is 
to Nx a day for the consideration of a bill al- 
ready favorably reported or a motion directed 
to be made by such committee, when a major- 
ity vote only shall be required.

ENTITLED TO AN INCREASE. 

The railway mall clerks think that they are 
entitled to an increase in wages, and though 
not making any great endeavor to influence 
tegisiation in their behalf, they are bringing 
forth quletly many arguments to show that 


they are not sufficiently compensated. Their 


work is probably more dangerous and exact- 
ing than any under the trol of the Govern- 
ment, and yet they eon an average $700 
less a year each than the employes in any of 
the Government departments. There are 
now 4,998 men In active service as railway and 
Steamboat mail lers.

it oftentimes until a couple hours after it has 
reached Kansas City the next morning. Dur- 
ing all that time he Is on his feet assorting the 
mall, and he has to be quick and keep his wits 
about him continually. The immense growth 
of the raliway mall service in the United 
States has not been considered, itis claimed, 
in the fixin of  esalaries or the 
compensation of the railway mail clerks 
would be very much larger than it is. The 
progress of the United States Postal Depart- 
ment probably has no parallel. In 1834 there 
was only 78 miles of railroad in the United 
States on which mail was carried. In 1889, 
there was 150,881 miles of railroad on which 
mall was carried and the railway mall clerks 
traveled inthe aggregate during the year, 
125,870,785 miles, the efficiency of the men 
employed is shown by the fact that there was 
only one error to every 3,895 pieces of mall 
handied. Ot all the mail handied, 99.98 per 
cent was handled correctly. 

The promoters of the bills for an increase in 
the pay of the railway mall clerks argus in 
supportof their recommendations that per- 
fection in public service can only be attained 
by the advancement of the individual, This 
advancement, of course, must be regulated by 
the development of the individual and the 
demands of the employment. The railway 
mall clerks at present are the poorest paid of 
any employes in the Government epart- 
ments, and considering the hard physical and 
mental labor required, the high standard of 
exceélience attained and the valuable nature of 
the service rendered the railway mall clerks 
are at a loss to understand why they should be 
discriminated against. 

THE RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE, 


The efforts now being made in Congress to 
have the wages of railway mail clerks in- 
creased will probably render a brief history 
of the service got uninteresting to the 
general pubdiic. The grades of prog- 
reas through which the system has passed 
are well told in an article recently published 
in Scribner’s Magazine, from the pen of 
Postmaster-Genera! Thomas L. James. The 
first mention ot a traveling post-office, says 
Mr. James, occurs in a memorial aduressed to 
Congress in November, 1776, by Ebenezer 
Hazard, Postmaster-General under the Oon- 
tinental Congress, in which he states 
that, owing to the frequent 
moveals ot the Continental Army, he 
was subjeetéd to extraordinary expense, dif- 
ficulties aud fatigues, having paid an ex- 
orbitant price for every necessary of life, and 
having been obliged, for want of a horse— 
which could not be procured—to follow the 
army on foot. 

Directly after the inauguration of Cony 
Washington, in April, 1789, the organizatio 
of the Post-office Department followed and 
Samuel Osgood of Massachusetts was ap- 
pointed Postmaster-Generail. That the peo- 
ple might derive the greatest ible ad- 
vantage from an institution peculiarly their 
own, this gigantic monopoly*for it is noth- 
ing elee—was created and all competition 
forbidden.

Of the 1,000, 000 shares about 800,000 remain in 
the company’s treasury, and it is expected it 
will come outin order to raise money toward 
the property. The only feature of real 
strength is the fact that the company has 
won ite lawsuit with the Govern- 
ment and regained possession of the 
property, and the statement thatit had in 
the meantime been worked ataprofit. It is 
also said thatthe insiders have been large 
purchasers, and brokers who are said to rep- 
resent them still have what appear to be un- 
limited orders. Among other stocks Pedro 
and Keystone were in mon active trading.

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 6.—This morning the 
river at this point is ata standstill and it is 
hoped tliat no further rise will occur. At 
Corvallis and Oregon City the river is reported 
falling at the rate ofone inch per hour. The 
water in the city of Portland is the highest 
known Since 1876, but so far it has. been con- 
fined to a comiparatively small district, and, 
although causing much inconvenience, has 
occasioned no serious damage. The water 
last night was twenty-eight feet above high 
water mark and extended four squares back 
from the river front to Third street.

Alabama Negroes Urge the Passage of 
Senator Butler’s Bill, 


New Tonx. Feb. 6.—A Birmingham special 
says: For several days the negroes of Besse- 
mer, Ala., have been hoiding meetings and 
discussing Senator Butler's bill. The meet- 
ings have been largely attended by the best 
and most intelligent men of the colored peo- 
pleofthetown. Yesterday they gave to the 


Press the following address, which will also 


be forwarded to the Senate and House of 
sentatives at Washington: 

**We, the negroes, have been holding meot- 
ings favoring the separation of the races and 
the immigration of the colored people to the 
Congo Free State in Africaand we hope that 
Senator tiutier’s bill will pass Congress. We 
Want to go back to our own country where we 
be „ Weknowthatit will. be better for 
she colored people and we hope it will benefit 
the White people. We know that we area 

& politinal trouble here. We are sorry 
tcannot help it. Time has brought this on 
us. Let knowledge now have her 

way and knowledge says ‘go’ and 
we will go it the Government will pass the 

I. In our meetings some have objected 
that the Government will want its money 
back and take bonds on the State that we 
would found and it would take us seventy- 
five or a hundred years to pay it. Other mem- 
bers say that this is not the object of the bill, 
but there will bea donation of money to the 
colonization society.’’

DANGEROUS ICEBERGS. 


Obstructions Found in the Pathway of West- 
Bound Steamers. 


New Tonk, Feb. 6.—A Philadelphia dis- 
patch says: Reports of dangerous icebergs 
lying directly in the path of the west-bound 
steamships still come in and the Hydro- 
graphic officers have warned mariners of the 
Gangers attending a ‘‘Northern passage.’’ 
Capt. Evans of the British Steamship Mineola, 
which arrived from Hamburg yesterday, re- 


Ports having passed within a few miles 
ofa floating island of ice 700 feet high and 
a mile long. Capt. Evans says that by 
close observation he located in latitude 
44 deg. 3% min., longitude 48 deg. 40 
min. The Mineola had fA most 
thrilling experience during the passage which 
Was accompanied by heavy gales and high 
seas. When in the vicinity of the region of 
ice, coal was nearly gone. After a hard 
struggie, the Captain determined that it was 
Impossible to continue and headed for Hal- 
fax. On January 28 the crew was all huddled 
in the chart room, a terrific hurricane having 
swept over the ship, and the barometer regis- 
tering 27. Capt. Evans said yesterday thut he 
was once in atornado in the China Sea some 
ears ago, when the velocity of the wind reg- 
stered 115 miles an hour, but it was nothing 
in comparison with thie storm. With a full 
head of steam on the ship’s head could not be 
kept within five points of the wind. The ves- 
861 makes fourteen and a half knots in ordi- 
nary weather, but was driven astern while the 
storm continued.

CHANGE OF VENUE. 


CONSEQUENCES OF THE NEW LAW WHICH 
TOOK DISCRETION FROM THE JUDGES.- 


Cases Removed from the City Since the New 
Statute Went Into Effect—An Incoming 
Flood of Cases from the Country—Annoy- 
ance to Witnesses—Other Bad Features. 


HEN the last Legis- 
lature amended the 
law governing the 
granting of changes of 
venue, the members 
probably had no con- 
ception of the trouble 
and annoyance their 
action would give the 
courts and prosecut- 
ing officers. It is 
doubtful whether any 
law passed for years 
will prove such a nut- 
sance to the courts 
of justice as this 
amended statute. From leaving the granting of 
change of venue a matter discretionary with 
the court, as underthe old law, the present 
law gives the defendant a change of venue as 
a matter of right. That isthe practical effect 
of the amendment to the statute. Formerly 
a defendant who wished to secure a change of 
venue swore to an affidavit setting forth that 
it was impossible for him to get a fair and im- 
partial trial in the courts of the city or county 
in which he was to be. tried, owing 
to the prejudice of the inhabitants 
of the place against him and asking for the 
removal of his case to another circuit. The 
court then heard evidence on thé question 
and decided whether it would grant the change 
of venue prayed for. The amended law gives 
the defendant a change of venue cs a matter 
of right on his filing a petition supported by 


affidavit of two disinterested and credible 
citizens. There is no discretion whatever 
given the court in the matter. It the applica- 
tion is made in proper form as stated the 
change of venue must be granted. 

THE NEW LAW. 

The amended law is as follows: 

„Sec. 4156. Petition for change of venue 
supported by affidavits—The petition of the 
applicant for a change of venue shall set 
forth the factsand the truth of tne allega- 
tions shall be supported by the affidavit of 
the defendant and two or more credible, dis- 
interested citizens of the county: Provided 
that reasonable notice of such application 
shall in all cases be given to the prosecuting 
attorney; and provided further, that if the 
facts alleged as the ground of the application 
be within the knowledge of the court or 
judge, he may order such removal of the 
cause without any formal proof.’’ 

While this law reads that the Jadge ‘‘may’’ 
order a removal of the case if the Prosecuting 
Attorney bas been given reasonable notice of 
the application, and the facts alleged as 
grounds in the application are within the 
knowledge of the court, and the court appears 
to be given discretionary powers in the mat- 
ter, the statute has been construed differ- 
ently. Ithas been held to mean that the de- 
fendant is entitled to achange of venue as a 
matter of right. A foot note in the statute 
book explains the section as follows: 

THE LAW CONSTRUED. 

Tune reasonableness of the notice must de 
determined with reference to the existing 
facts. Notice will not be presumed. This 
section as amended makes a radical change in 
the law with reference to change of yenue. 
On application made in due form, as provided 
by sec. 4156 of this article, a change of 
venue shall de awarded asa matter of right. 
The term, ‘credible, disinterested citizen,’ 
means one who would be a competent wit- 
ness. When change of venue is awarded, 
court should order body of defendant to 
county to which venue is change. 

Since the passage of the amendment there 
have been three changes Of venue taken in 
cases pending in the Criminal Court. The 
first transfer of a case under it was when 
Theodore W. Poole, the badger-game man, 
lastfalihad his case transferred to Jefferson 
Couuty. He has since been in jail at Hilisboro 
withthe exception of last Saturday, when he 
broke jail, came to St. Lou, and re- 
turned to prison at 
late - at night. The changes 
venue in the other two cases were taken Tues- 
day. One was the case of Paul J. McBride, 
~ of Lawyer James J. McBride. 
Yeung McBride is indicted for murder in tbe 
first degree for killing ex-Fireman Frank J. 
Loftus. He alleged that prejudice existed 
against him in the city, and Charles K. Dona- 
hue and George W. Bollman made affidavits 
in support of his application. Judge Normile 
certified the case to Franklin County. B, 
Goldberg, pac mg with obtaining a lot of 
iurnishing goods under fraudulent represen- 
tations from Max Simon and others, also took 
n change of venue, and his case was sent to 
Franklin County. 0 

CASES Sr. LOUIS WILL RECEIVE. 

As yet there have been no cases transferred 
from outside counties to the city, but there 
are apt to be dozens of them, as city juries are 
much more lenient than county juries. When 
they do commence to pour in they are apt to 
swamp the Criminal Court, which already has 
more business than it can conveniently 
handle. It will very likely necessitate the 
organizing of another criminal court for 
the city. It will be next to im- 
possible now to have any 
tant or knotty case tried 
circuit when the crime was committed, as the 
defendant’s attorneys will avail themselves 
of their rightof a change of venue. There 
will be a world of trouble as a result. The 
law provides that the Prosecuting Attorney 
ot the city or 2 where the crime was 
committed andthe defendant indicted must 
follow up the case and try it, All the wit. 
nesses will also have to travel to the circuit 
in which the case ig to be tried, and 
the State will have to defray the 
expenses of the Prosecuting Attorney and the 
witnesses. The State, however, never pays 
such costs until after the case has been finally 
dis ed of, so that the prosecuting attorney 
and the witnesses will have to defray theirjown 
expenses and walt for probably a couple of 
ears or more to be reimbursed by the State. 
Tuts will make it extremely difficult to secure 
the attendance of witnesses at trials. Some 
of them may not be able to pay their fare, yet 
under the law they must attend the trial. If 
they fall to attend * can be attached and 
even if not panished fer contempt of court 
teskorente, hey sun, in thle way, however, 
tachment ey can in n 
force the State 2 pay their rallroad fares be- 
fore the trial. 
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on the dooket. Every time a transferred case 
comes up orany motion is to be argued in it 
the prosecuting officer of the circuit where 
thecrime was committed will bave to visit 
the court of the county to which the case has 
been sent. This will all be a great inconve- 
nience to courts, their prosecuting officers 
and witnesses and will greatly increase the 
expense to the State. It les more than likely 
that at the next session of the Legislature an 
attempt will be made to have the old statute 
restored. 

Cireult Attorney Clover in speaking of the 
law remarked: Either these witnesses will 
all have to pay all their expenses of traveling 
toand from the circuits to which the cases 
have been certified or I shall have to do it for 
them. Whoever stands the expense will 
probably have to wait about two years for 
the State to reimburse him. Iwillhave all I 
cando to pay my own expenses on these 
trips, asthere is no 1 how long Iwill 
have to walt before the State makes tho 
money good to me. IfIpaid the enses of 
the witnesses, too, it would eat up all my sal - 
ary, and I do not intend to do u.

ABANDONED AT SEA. 


Story of the Wreck of the Ocean Steamer 
Josephine. ‘ 


New YORK, Feb. 6.—A Boston spacial says: 
The British steamer Thanemore, which 
arrived yesterday after a tempestuous voyage 
of eighteen days from London, brought seven 
shipwrecked seamen, just half the number 
who sailed from New York January 6 on 
board the Norwegian ship Josephine for 
Dantzig. The others were lost. 

Capt. Baxter of the Thanemore says that on 


the evenin of the 26th ult., in 
latitude 48 deg. 48 min. longitude 24 deg. 
51 min., he sighted a flash light from a 
distressed vessel. He ran toward it and found 
the Josephine rolling about water-logged, 
sweptclean of boats, water casks and other 
movables. Capt. Bugge prayed that he and 
bis men be taken off, and accordingly a crew 
of volunteers from the Thanemore, headed by 
Second Officer Greenwood, performed the 
hazardous feat with the aid of oll alongside. 
It was 8o’clock when Capt. Bugge and his 
= companions weresafe on the steamer’s 
eck. 

The Josephine’s cargo consisted of 50,400 
barrels of petroleum, shipped by Sawyer, 
Wallace & Co. She met heavy weather almost 
immediately after leaving New York. On the 
18th of January Seaman Oscar Johannsen 
fell from the jibboom and was lost; and 
on the ith, during a fearful hurricane, 
a sea came on board and swept five men 
over the side, and at the same time instantly 
killing Joban Patterson, the man at the 
wheel. All the boats were swept from the 
davits, and the vessel began to leak. From 
that time until the Thanemore took them off 
all hands kept at the pumps. The forecastie

When abandoned the Josephine had four 
feet of whter in her hold, her rudder-post was 
gone, and most of ber sails had been blown 
away. She was formerly the Lucy and Har- 
riet, and was built in Boston in 1856. Her 
resent owner is T. L. Nelisen of Lanrvig.

The difference in 
age between the bride and groom soon be- 
came felt, and shortly after the two came to 
this country a suit for separation ensued, fol- 
lowed by an action for absolute divorce, de- 
cided in the woman’s favor.

THE NAVAJO TROUBLE, 


An Outbreak Threatened and Feared—The 
Indians Gathering. 


SanTaA Fu, N. M., Feb. 6.—Theie are grave 
fears of an uprising of the Navajo Indians, 
and the settlers in Northwestern New Mexico 
and Southwestern Colorado are afraid there 
will be trouble. | 

Two months ago a party of white men ac- 
cused some Indians of stealing beeves belong- 
ing to the settlers in the San Juan country. 
The Indians replied with angry oaths, then 
opened fire on the white men, who returned 
the fire and wounded one Indian so badiy that 
he died. This dead Indian is causing all the 
trouble. The Navajos held a pow-wow and 
sent San Deval to H. C. Adams, sub- agent 
for the Navajos, with a request for 
him to write to Sherif Kit Oarson 
aod say that unless steps were taken to pun- 
ish the man who killed the Indian by Feb- 
ruary 10 they would take the law into their 
own hands. He suggested that if the family 
of the dead Indian was paid $200 the matter 
would be dropped. Mr. Adams advises 
against such a course. 

There is not a little apprehension In the San 
Juan country, for the Navajos could easily 
raise 3,000 warriors, and in po of troops the 
slaughter would be terribie if they should rise. 
A petition for protection was sent to the com- 
manding officer of Fort Lewis, but he replied 
that though he did not consider the request un- 
reasonable he must first refer the petition to 
the commanding officer of Fort Wingate before 
he could act. Frank Quinn has reported at Du- 
rango that 500 Navajo warriors in war paint 
are camped between La Plate and Olio, sixty 
miles from Durango. The Navajos have 
threatened to kill every white settler in the 
San Juan country. .

THE TEXAS LAND CASE, 


Ruling of Judge Pardee in the Suit Against 
the Day Company.

The 

facts, as the bank people recited them, were 

thaton February 1 the Dallas bank haa shipped 

them two packages of money, one containing 

” $156,000 in gold and the other $85,000 in cur- 

rency. For both of these they held the re- 

Ocipts of the express company. The gold had 

been received two days before, but the pack- 

age containing the currency had not as yet 
come to hand. 

Superintendent Faller, on receiving this in- 
formation, immediately telegraphed to Assist- 
ant Superintendent James Aiken, at Dallas. 
Mr. Aiken was informed of the circumstances 
and instructed to make an investigation, and 
reply as soon as possible. This Mr, Alken 
did, telegraphing that 

WALTON Was MISSING, 
had not been seen since Sunday night, and no 
trace of the $85,000 money package could be 
found. Walton was seen working in the 
Office Sunday night, and his absence 
Monday and the day following had 
Caused Assistant Superintendent Aiken and 
other officers at Dallas oonsiderable 


alarm. Walton was a nice young man, of 
steady habits, and they had no idea that be 
Was not perfectly straight, but his absence 
Was unexplainabie, and on general principies 
an investigation of his books was begun. 
Supt. Fuller’s message coming on top of this, 
all doubt as to Walton’s wrongdoing was 
dissipated, and detectives were at once put to 
workon the case.

1869 a third child was born and at its birth the 
mother contracted puerperal fever.

stitution she was considered perfectiy sane. 
Dr. Atwood being convinced of her sanity, 
thought it would be best for her to return to 
her family, and made the suggestion to her.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Western Freight Association Classifica- 
tion Causing Trouble. 


Considerable feeling has been stirred up 
among the dry goods shippers on account of 
the recent ruling of Chairman Midgiey of the 
Western Freight Association, on cotton plece 
goods, west bound. There. has been an 
agreement in effectforsome time, between 
the shippers and the local agents, that when 
the following stamp was placed on the case 
thatthe shipment would be entitiedto the 
cotton plece goods rate. The stamp read: 
Contents ofthis package domestics, which 


complies with the ruling of commissioner. 
Entitied to special rates, provided for 
same. 

The attention ofthe Chairman was called to 
this plan by an agent of the A., T. & S. F. Ry. 
at Lincoin, Neb., and Mr. r issued in- 
structions to the inspectors that all freight so 
stamped and not enumerated in the shipping 
ticket should not be entitied to 
the cotton piece goods rate. Mr. 
Ivers of the St. Louis & San Francisco de- 
signed the stamp system, and he is 
making an effort to haveit continued. The 
dry goods 4 are assisting him in his et- 
forts. They have written a letter to Mr. 
Midgley, in which ali the houses in the city 
have joined, requesting that the ruling ve 
reconsidered. There will bea large amount 
of extra labor entatied if the raling goes into 
effect. The various firms have, however, been 
notified that until farther notice they may 
continue as heretofore. 

The Western classification which gove rus in 
the territory fn question quotes dry goods 
first class, and no mention is made of eotton 
piece goods. The various roads insert in their 
commodity tariffs the following: Dry goods: 
Any of the following articles made wholly of 
cotten when specific name of articles and 
nume of shipper are plainly marked on out- 
side of packages and stated in shipping re- 
ceiptand bill of lading 9 — or de- 
seribing packages As containing ‘cot- 
ton piece goods’ will not be sufficient) 
viz.: Calicoes, Canton flannels, plain or dyed; 
cotton yarns, cresh, linen or cotton, domestic 
checks, stripes and cheviots, cotton duck 
denims, drilis, domestic ginghams, giazed 
cambrics, osnaburgs, sheetings bieached 
and brown; siilesias, tickings, window 
bollands and shade cloth, plain, uncut and 
undecorated, in baies O. K. C. or in boxes.’’

WILL A FAIR BE HELD? 


OPPOSITION TO THE COLUMBUS JUBILEE 
AND ITS CAUSES- 


Many C on Strongly Opposed to 
Authorizing a World’s Fair Under Pres- 
ent Conditions—Changes of Plan That 
Have Taken Piace—A National Not a 
Local Celebration Desired, 


Y THE action, or 
rather the nonac- 
tion, of the New York 
Legisiature in the 
matter of the $10,- 
000,000- loan to be ne- 
gotiated by New 
York City in case the 
World’s Fair should 
be located there, the 
situation has been 
very much compli- 
cated, and in tie 
opinion of those who 
have givea the sub- 
ject close attention 
the chances of any 
: 2 truly national fair 
being established have been most seriously 
diminished. Not only are the advocates of 
St. Louis disappointed at the condition in 
which the World's Fair now is, but ali who 
desire a truly representative exposition to be 
inaugurated Commemmorative of the discov- 
ery of America are much discouraged. 
THE GOVERNMENT AND THE FAIR. 

When it was practically determined that no 
Governinent aid should be given, the ranks of 
those who were opposed to any action at all 
being taken by Congress received many re- 
cruite. It was argued that the intention of 
those who originally advocated holding «a 
quadricentennial commemorative exposi- 
tion was that it should be national, and not 
local in ite character. All preceding expos!- 
tions have been directly under the manage- 
ment and patronage of the general 
Government, and not in the hands of State or 
city offelals. At the Crystal! Palace exposi- 
tion the English government was in charge, 
all the Paris expositions were managed by of- 
ficiais appointed by therulers of France, and 
in Vienna the same state of affairs prévailed. 
In this country the same policy has hereto- 
fore been followed. The Philadelphia expo- 
sition was sustained by government money, 
was under the supervision of government 
officers, und was a truly national affair. The 
same is true of the New Orleans exposition, 
and the intention of those who originally ad- 
vocated a World's Fair in 1892 was to have it 
conducted on the same principles. The posi- 
tion that affairs have now assumed is, it is 
claimed, Incompatible with any such idea. 

THE UNDERSTANDING 

of all those who appeared before the Senate 
Committee to advocate the claims of the cities 
that they represent was that a congressional 
committee would be appointed to superintend 
the arrangements to be made, thatan appro- 
priation would be granted, and that the fair 
would be actually as well as nominaily 
under the control of the national gov- 
ernment. The different funds contributed 
were regarded simply as guarantee 
funds, to insure the Government against loss, 
and their proffer of thé amount was not sup- 
posed to involve the necessity of the city 
making it taking entire charge. Such was 
the ehdescinndian when the matter was ar- 
gued before the Senate committee, but when 
it came before the House a complete 2 
took piace. The bill as formulated by the 
House committee contemplates no appropria- 
tion at all by the National Government for the 
World's Fair, and practicaily relex ates its en- 
tire management to the city to which it may be 
awarded. An appropriation ig recommended 
for erecting a Government building, and 
making a government exhibit, but as far as 
participation in the American quadri-centen- 
nial is eoneerned, the government of the 
United States will, if the bill now under con- 
sideration becomes a law, occupy a position 
not essentially different from that of any 
other exhibition, 

THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
wilisend out invitations to foreign powers, 
but as the responsibility for the ar- 
rangements for tne fair will rest upon 
those who make the contributions, 
the efficials of the eneral government 
will have little inflance in the management. 
In other words, it is claimed that the original 
intention bas been so far altered that the 
Un ited States will be placed in the position of 
inviting foreigners to participate in an expo- 
sition which must be essentially local in ‘its 
character, and over which it can exercise 
little or no control, Scores of Oongressmen’ 
who were auxious to do what tbey could for a 
World's Fair that would be truly national in 
ite enaracter, are strenuously opposed to giv- 
ing the Government indorsement to any 
exposition over which the 
ment has not exclusive authority, 
and in which it js merely an exhibitor. When 
the bill allowing the issue of bonds by the 
City of New York was introduced by the Leg- 
islature it was regarded as indicative of a 
strong desire for a World's Fair and it was 
believed that the sentiment of the country 
would be aroused to such an extent that the 
National Government would take the matter 
up and make the fair a truly national one. 
The proceedings at Albany, however, are 
regarded as indicative of the fact that political 
considerations were the ruling ones, and that 
the success of the World’s Fair was of minor 
importance. This has raised many more ene- 
mies to the bill in gh age shape, 8 
freel redicted that uniess 
Shanes of front is made that the World s Fair 
will never take place.
